It cannot be denied Unit Uifigt im- 
portant concessions ,\vere made to the 
Lords by Qumiose. The landlords 
were given permission to drag tenants 
into court, thus opening up an inmien.se 
vista of lawsuits and adding additional 
horrors to the life of the Irish peasant. 
Elements of uncertainty were admitted 
into the clause dealing with the fixing 
of fair rent and the prospect of the 
tenant having his property in improve- 
ments recognized wore seriously dimin- 
ished. The concessions made to the 
Lords under these three heads will cost 
the Irish tenants millions of pounds 
sterling, but the government will avoid 
the danger of dissolution and loss of 
office. It is known that Lord Salis 
uriiY was bitterly opposed to acompro 
mise, but was overborne by the more 
timid element of the conservative party, 
led by Earl Cairns and supported.' by 
the Irish landlord influence. Lord 
CaIRNS was supposed to have been 
guided by & double motive — his dislike 
of Lord Salisbury and his attachment 
to the interests of the Irish landlord 
class to which lie belongs. The Irish 
landlords demand a settlement of the 
question lest renewed agitation should 
enable the Land League to render their 
property worthless. The interest of 
the conservative parly was sacrificed to 
the fears and selfish interests of Irish 
landlords, just as the interests of the 
tenants were sacrificed to the appre- 
hensions of a dissolution of Parliament 
entertained by English liberals. In 
accepting the compromise the conserva- 
tive party has thrown away a splendid 
chance of returning to power, and have 
put themselves at the mercy of the 
radical (dement, who will doubtless 
show them scant mercy in the future. 
Two figures of speech served to enliven 
the debates on the laud bill. One was 
used by the Duke of Argyll, who said 
that when he looked at his noble friends 
below him he could not help regarding 
them as something very like what he 
had seen Tn the seas of the Western 
Islands — a- row of jelly fish. (Laugh- 
ter.) His noble friends need not be 
affronted by the comparison. Jelly fish 
were the most beautiful creatures in 
the world. They had been studied by 
naturalists for many years, and it 
had been discovered that they were en- 
dowed with a most elaborate nervous 
system. (Laughter.) But he was sorry 
to say that they had hitherto been found 
destitute of a skeleton and a backbone. 
(Renewed laughter and cheers.) There 
was one peculiarity about these jelly 
fishes — they made the most beautiful 
convulsive movements in the wnter,and 
the poor creatures evidently thought 
that tbey were swimming, but when 
one took tho bearings of the land he 
found that thoy were simply floating 
with the curront and tide. (Laughter.) 
That was the position of his noble 
friends with regard to this Irish ques- 
tion. He really hoped that success 
might be possible for this bill, but it 
could only be on, one condition— name 
ly.r.tliati the' jelly fish qualities were de- 
veloped into something like" a skeleton. 
The other metaphor was employed by 
.Mr. Gladstone in referring to Mr. 
Randolph Cui/kghi&l, hotter known 
as the "member for "Woodstock." "There 
are in creation," said the premier, 
"small animals whose office it is to 
bite — (laughter) — and who are able to 
produce a sense of irritation of the 
blood. There are other small animals 
whose office it is to bite, but who do 
riot even produce in the victim a con 
sciousiiess that lie is actually bitten. 
(Loud laughter. ) 1 must say, as far as 
comparison may be made, that the 
speech of tho noble lord reminded me 
rather of the second class than of the 
first. (Laughter,) One counsel I ven- 
ture to give the noble lord, and that is 
to keep himself to rhetoric, of which, at 
least at his time of life.he is notan incon- 
siderable master, and above all things, 
■ ■ eschew dealing with facts— (laughter) 
— for't listened pretty carefully to 
everything in his speech that purport- 
ed to be statement of fact, and J believe 
that I am literally accurate when I say 
there was not one of then: which could 
bo sustained in point of accuracy. 
("Oh ! oh !" and "Hear !" hear !"). "l 
therefore beg humbly to decline being 
bound by any one statement of fact 
contained in tho speech of the noble 
lord. I again counsel him to keep to 
rhetoric, and it" he (.Iocs that he 
will do extremely well. (Laughter.) 
Rhetoric and declamation are arts in 
which it is not difficult to excel pro- 
vided you escape from the fetters and 
servitude which are imposed' upon a man 
by a rigid adherence to mattersof fact." 
(Loud laughter.)

"What ho Said about tho Carnarvon 
Torms and tho Mackonzio 
R. R, Policy, 

"Mr. Blake says that the Carnarvon 
torms required tho sanction of parliament 
before they could bo binding; but Mr. 
Mackenzie lias expressed a totally (lifter- 
out opinion. I\Ir. Blako says that tho re- 
jection by tho Senate of tho bill for tho 
construction of the Esquimalt railway dis- 
solved tho Carnarvon terms, but Lord 
Dutlbrin declared in British Columbia, a 
year after tho defeat of tho bill, that the 
Carnarvon terms were then in course of 
literal fulfilment. I confront Mr. Blako 
with the statement of his former leader 
and tho statement of Lord DufFerin. Well, 
sir, what did tho Carnarvon terms do .' 
They bound the government to spend 
$•2,000,000 in each year in Biitish Colum- 
bia and to build the road as fast as possi- 
ble. They pledged the faith of Canada 
to tho actual construction of £2,000 miles 
of road in ten years, and yet Mr. Blake 
wonders that people talk of the Carnar- 
von terms as if there wore something in 
them. I tell them that tho government 
of which he was a member went on spend- 
ing year after year large sums of the pub- 
lic money in building various portions of 
the road, and just before the elections 
thoy put out advertisements calling for 
tenders for tho taking over of tho road 
for construction hy a company. They 
also spent S3'.', 000 in moving a lot of rails 
from one part of British Columbia to 
another, and yet they say they didn't 
mean anything. (Laughter and applause. ) 
These were only eloction dodges, it now 
appears, to lead tho peoplo of British Col- 
umbia to support them in the election. 
But tho peoplo wore not deceived and wo 
came- back to power. " 

Fur Soal. 



Th« barque Amethyst, which arrived 
' at : this port from tho Japan Sea, reports 
that when TOO miles off this land his ves- 
sel sailed for many miles through a groat 
"run" of fur seal. The weather was 
calm and tho animals disported in per- 
fect security on the surface of the water, 
which was literally black with them.

The late 1 iiinented Indian chief, Spotted 
Tail, had a singular and probably unjus- 
tifiable prejudice against bald-headed 
men. Two years ago, at a council at 
Camp Robinson, he said to the gentlemen 
who came to talk to him: "Go back to 
the Groat Father and tell him to send no 
more buld-hoaded men to treat with us. 
I never saw a bald- headed man who was 
not a liar." 



Shortly after ono o'clock yesterday 
morning as officor McLcod was going his 
rounds he discovered smoke issuing "from 
a pile of stove-wood alongside the kitchen 
of the American hotel, between Yates 
street and Bastion square. After giving 
the alarm, which was promptly respond- 
ed to by nightwatchman Fnrrell and of- 
ficers Hough and Sheppard, ho sounded 
the alarm from the Hook and Ladder bell.

The charming music of yesterday after- 
no 'ii will not soon lie forgotten.

BUERARD INLET. 

Tho Hastings Sa-wmill Establishment. 

A walk of about half-a-milo down tho 
prettily-shaded plank walk, past tho neat 
little Episcopal Church just finished, 
brings us to the Hastings Sawmills. Five 
ships are busily loading here, and the 
hum of the mill is pleasantly suggestive of 
busy time and plenty of work. Mr. C. 
Caldwell, the company's foreman, kindly 
escorts us up stairs and proceeds to ex- 
plain the mysteries of sawmilling. Two 
circular saws of 00 inches in diameter, 
one revolving above the othor, are whirl- 
ing round, bent 011 transforming a rough- 
looking log into a shapely timber stick 
some 80 ft. long. The saws are perforat- 
ed, the idea of tho invention being that 
by creating a thorough draught there] is 
less danger of their heating. Tho " edger" 
is situated in the centre of the mill, thus 
affording more scope during an extra 
"rush" to dispose temporarily of the 
lumber. The " gang " is not working, but 
we aro informed it has a capacity of from 
B.',000 to 15,000 feet a day of inch boards 
and up to l!0 and 35 thousand of 3 and sV 
inch planks. The mill started operation 
in the summer uf 18(17 with Capt. Stamp 
in charge, and undor the present manage- 
ment of Capt. Itaymur is doing a large 
and increasing business. Descending once 
more we find the planing machino turning 
out an excellent quality of tongue and 
grooved llooring at the rate of some ten 
to fifteen thousand feet a day. There are 
in all some four engines in connection with 
this mill. One of ISO horse power drives 
the "circulars" only and hauls tho logs in- 
side the mill. Another uf about 55 horse 
power drives the gang, while two smaller 
ones of about IS horse power apiece drives 
tho edger, trimmers, etc. The chief log- 
ging camp of tho company is about throe 
miles up the Eraser Creek trail, known 
as Gillies' camp. Here it is that relics 
of early days, t\\.' hardy pioneers, are to 
he seen hard at work, viz., two of the 
traction engines imported from Scotland 
lor use on the Vale wagon road; for which 
work, however, they did not prove a suc- 
cess. In their present sphere they are lit- 
erally tho "iron horse," taking the place, 
as they do, of loams to haul tho logs 
down the road, of course a quasi-per- 
manent road bed is uocessyry to be inado 
for them, and it is stated to bo an open 
question whether after all they effect any 
saving over animals. In addition to this 
one there are some three or four other 
camps, from whom the company now 
draw their supply of logs, but unlike tho 
iMoodyville Saw Mill Co., they have no 
system of hand-logging. The averago 
"cut" of the mile was given us at about 
51) thousand feel per day with a capacity 
uf about 70 M. For some weeks past tho 
mill litis been running night and day to 
fill orders, : ,nd that, ton, laboring under 
the disadvantage of a scarcity of hands, a 
complaint just now which seems pretty 
general. A fair run of business seems to 
be expected and the prospects for the lum- 
ber trade are pronounced decidedly good. 
This mill does ;m extensive business with 
China, Australia, and South America, and 
a few weeks ago even shipped a cargo for 
San Francisco.

Capt. Davis of the barque Henry Buck, 
win; arrived hero Sunday, says that the 
light can be plainly seen by vessels 
far out at sea and that the ravages of the 
lava bid fair to destroy ono of the most 
productive islands of the group.

Says tho Walla Wa'la Statesman: From 
a private source we learn that the Tous- 
saint Bros., formerly tinsmiths in this 
city and Vancouver, but now of Cheney, 
W.T. , wero arrested on Sunday evening 
for an attonipt to lire their store for the 
purpose of getting the heavy insurance on 
tho building. It seems that they have a 
st. ue valued at ah.. ut §1,500 which they 
hy diverse representations managed to in- 
sure in different companies for some 
$4,200.

"'■DIGNITY .AND IMPUDENCE." 

Landsoor'a Groat Picturo with a Local 
Limning. 

! N. IV. Herald.] 
The three gentlemen who constitute 
the Board of Examiners for Public 
School teachers have just been making 
an exhibition of themselves. And tho 
spectacle, however amusing, has not 
been such as to increase public respect 
for that body. On the contrary, it 
leaves in one's mind a painful suspi 
cion that these gentlemen, who.se con- 
duct ought to be an example to the 
teachers and students of the province, 
are more concerned about their party 
instincts than the dignity mid responsi- 
bilities of their official position. It has 
always been customary to furnish each 
of the daily newspapers with a state 
nient of the result of the teachers' ex- 
aminations. At the last examination 
this usual courtesy was omitted. For 
reasons that could hardly be other than 
partisan, the examiners saw fit to ig 
aorr> The Colonist completely, (and to 
confine their announcement to the other 
Victoria paper. In referring to 
this extraordinary pieco of partial- 
ity The doloni.it of the "JOtli ult. used 
these words : "It will be difficult to 
convince peoplo that there is not some 
thing crooked about tho w hole all'air." 
This little sentence seems to have touch 
ed the three gentlemen just where it 
was intended. They sat down at once 
and drew up an indignant and most ill- 
tempered protest which was forthwith 
despotched to The <'<>l<mi*t for publica- 
tion. In this manifesto the three ex 
aminurs flew at the offending editor's 
throat without any attempt to conceal 
their passion. They sailed right into 
him with tho declaration that his words 
contained in them "vile and libellous 
insinuations" which "have no rni.«>,i 
d'etre save in the foul imagination of 
the writer." They further demanded 
a "full and speedy retraction" of the 
offending sentence. But The Colon int, 
with a truer sense of dignity than the 
blustering examiners, did not retract ; 
nor did it even notice tho intemperate 
and insulting demand. This must hava 
been gill and worm ,vood to the mighty 
three ; but, although professing to be- 
lieve that Tlie Colonist had been guilty 
of libel, they do not appear to havn 
had courage enough to enter an action 
against it for damages. For nearly 
three weeks they waited and wondered. 
Then, witli disappointed hopes, they 
took off their paint and feathers and 
addressed another note to the editor. 
But how different from the first ! No 
harsh words or -warlike possibilities 
listurbed the equanimity of this grace- 
ful appeal. It asked for a retraction, 
certainly, but in a spirit of conciliatory 
meekness. The most cruel incident of 
the whole thing is that The Colonist 
refused even to montion the receipt of 
this second appeal / The three exam- 
iners were completely non-plussed. 
They did not count upon such dignifi- 
ed, withering disdain. They took sweet 
council together, however, and deter- 
mined that their literary efforts were 
too precious to be content with such 
ignoble obscurity. They sont the one- 
sided correspondence to the "obscure 
organ'' of their party. and the 
obscure organ brought it out to plaintiff 
music. The examiners are tobo pitied. 
Tho man whom they wished to howl re- 
mained dumb as an oyster, and they have 
to be content with eating whatever crumbs 
of comfort the sight in print of their two 
letters the warlike and the meek -may 
afford. The Colonist is to bu congratulat- 
ed. Without striking one blow it has 
won a signal victory over men Some <■/ 
whom at lead ihinild have been nmony its 
best friends. We hope the lesson will not 
be lost to the three examiners. When 
partisan prejudices again suggest to them 
tho prostitution of their position for the 
gratification of political spleen, t let them 
remember the experience of tho little in- 
cident above reforrod to and count the 
cost of defeat.
